Among the few ancient sites in Palestine which are 
certainly determined is the well of Sychar, known 
from extreme antiquity as “Jacob’s Well.” Although 
neglected, and sometimes filled up by the ignorant 
Mohammedans around, it is still to be visited and its 
water tasted. Here our Saviour, on this way to Galilee, 
one day at noon rested, while His disciples went to 
the neighboring city to buy bread. As He sat upon the 
well curb there came a woman to draw water, as is 
the custom for women in that country to this day. 
To her great surprise our Lord entered into conversa- 
tion with her, asking her to give Him a drink, and 
then offering to give her the living water that spring- 
eth up unto everlasting life. Afterward, He showed 
that He knew her previous history as living with one 
who was not her husband, and proclaimed Himself 
to her as the Messiah who was to come. The woman 
was so impressed that she left her waterpot and went 
to the city, to tell what she had heard. When the 
disciples returned they were astonished to find Him 
conversing with a woman, and that woman a Samari- 
tan. They failed to see the tender grace of the Lord, 
who gave up His own rest for the sake of teaching the 
daughter of an alien race, and who revealed His 
mission even to a woman that was a sinner. 

The illustration presents the scene with grace and 
power. The well is given, not as it now is, but as it 
doubtless was in the days of our Lord’s flesh. The 
touching story is still full of suggestiveness.

E HAVE LIVED TO see a miracle of world- 
W wide proportions. Only fifty years ago the 

Church of God was a small, unnoticed band 
of Christians in three mountain states of the South- 
east, North Carolina, Tennessee and Georgia. We had 
no property except two small church buildings; we 
had no money for even the necessary operation of our 
congregations; we had no popularity or even sym- 
pathy among our fellow men. 

Just about then the Pentecostal Revival was begin- 
ning in many parts of the world. Small as we were, 
we were one of the few organized Pentecostal groups 
of that day—just fifty years ago. We were without 
means, without training, without fame, without pub- 
lic favor, without notice—or any of the other elements 
necessary for the effective work of the Kingdom. Iso- 
lated, unnoticed, unwanted, poor, and without a great 
deal of promise, we had one tremendous possession. 
This one thing made up in time for all the other things 
we lacked. It was a consuming passion to win souls 
to the Lord Jesus Christ. 

Because of this flaming evangelism, and the power 
of the Holy Ghost to accomplish it, the Lord has per- 
formed a miracle in our day. Now we have buildings 
and more adequate means; now we are known and 
loved by fellow Christians; now we have dynamic pro- 
gram and training. The Church of God has assisted 
in spreading the Pentecostal Revival to the four cor- 
ners of the earth, and for this we are known and 
loved all over the world—only fifty years after an 
unknown, unloved, unpromising seclusion in the south- 
eastern U.S.A. 

Why? Why has the miracle of our day occurred? 
Because our people were fiery-hearted soul-winners. 
That is the primary purpose of the Church. We were 
not called merely to educate the people, as necessary 
as education is, but to win them to Christ. We were 
not called to erect beautiful buildings, as beneficial 
as they are, but to build up the kingdom of God. 
We were not called to build up a super organization, 
but to organize our efforts and resources toward the 
winning of the lost. We must never forget that the 
winning of souls is our great objective and our only 
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reason for existence. The Scriptures demonstate this 
clearly. 

Teaching, building, organizing are requisites of 
Christian procedure, but the heart and impulse of 
these works are forever evangelism. Without the fire 
of soul-saving, a church building becomes a monu- 
ment of futility, organization becomes machinery, and 
a Church itself glissades into an institution. The mon- 
ument may be beautiful, but it has no life, no dy- 
namism and-no fruit. The machinery may perform 
marvelously, but it does not give life; it does not bring 
forth sons and daughters, for it takes life to produce 
life. An institution may be functional in social life, 
or education, or business, or even in worship, but 
institutions do not win souls. 

God has brought us a long way. Thank God for that. 
He has given us a great deal. Now what are we going 
to do with it? The gift of property is not to be used 
as an ornament of pride—but as an instrument with 
which to win more souls to Christ. The congregation 
that wins no souls in its lovely church would probably 
be better off under the brush arbor. 

The gift of finance is not to create wealth, but to 
open doors, light the dark places, clear the wilderness, 
so that in the end, more souls will be brought to sal- 
vation. There is no virtue in church finance that does 
not in some way extend the saving arm of Jesus 
Christ. The gift of organization is to produce and not 
merely to perform. 

Our burden and passion through the years has been 
to win the lost to Jesus Christ—it must be no less so 
today. That is why the Pentecostal faith is a modern, 
living miracle. Now we must bring the full force of our 
training, our education, our organization, our ma- 
terial means, our fellowship—our entirety—to the task 
of evangelism. It is then that we are wise (Proverbs 
11:30;) it is then that our brightness shall forever be. 
like that of stars (Daniel 12:3); and it is then that we 
are extending the arm of Jesus Christ (James 5:20). 
Nothing else the Church does is complete in itself— 
all that we are, all that we have, and all that we do 
should ultimately be for this evangelism. That which

UR COUNTRY FACES the most perilous time 

in its history. In hours, America, our land of 

the free and the home of the brave, could be 
obliterated, millions could be killed, our homes and 
churches could be demolished. From under the sea, 
from the air and now from outer space could come 
such destruction as the world has never known. This 
is a time of deep distress for everyone. 

Walter Lippman, speaking of the time in which we 
live, said, “No mariner has ever entered upon a more 
uncharted sea than the human being born in our 
‘today.’” Mr. Stiff, writing in Two Worlds, said, “A 
world-wide neurosis and morbid disregard for old val- 
ues mark the spiritual unhingment of the multitudes 
of men.” Our President, sensing the great peril which 
we are in, said, “Unless we have a moral and spiritual 
regeneration we shall all go up in a cloud of atomic 
dust.” 

Desperately, men work to plug the leak in the dam. 
The task is infinite. “To whom shall we go” is the for- 
lorn cry of the multitudes. America is confused, be- 
wildered, frustrated. In the words of Daniel we must 
confess, “O Lord, to us belongeth confusion of face, 
to our kings, to our princes, and to our fathers, be- 
cause we have sinned against thee,’ (Daniel 9:8). We 
have committed iniquity and have done wickedly, and 
have rebelled, even by departing from Thy precepts 
and from Thy judgments. 

Indeed the peril of being reduced to a rubble is 
known to us all. This, my friends, is not our greatest 
peril, however. Our greatest peril is a spiritual one. It 
concerns the ministry and laity alike. Wrong-believing 
is our greatest peril. Believing that man has the an- 
swer to the world’s ills, believing that weapons, money, 


Habakkuk 3:2, “O Lord, revive thy work in the midst 
of the years, ... in wrath remember mercy.” 
America faces its greatest peril; what is it? 

The rise or fall of our nation depends on one thing. 
What is the prospect of our world? 

Who holds the balance of power? 

What is our greatest need? 
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science and the like are our source of security is a 
great peril. 

Then, too, Paul spoke of the spiritual peril facing 
us when he wrote to Timothy saying, “Now the Spirit 
speaketh expressly, that in the latter times some shall 
depart from the faith, giving heed to seducing spirits, 
and doctrines of devils; speaking lies in hypocrisy; 
having their conscience seared with a hot iron,” 1 
Timothy 4:1, 2. 

Many have fallen prey to the deceptions of our 
day and gone off into Pentecostal spiritualism; they 
have disregarded the Word of God, are even now de- 
ceived by the devil, and in some cases have become 
sensationalists, leading poor; unstable souls along with 
them down the road to eventual ruin. Others have 
lost fellowship with God; they have no interest in the 
lost, no compassion for the people of God. Just so they 
get fat and full, they are willing to let the rest of the 
world go by. They fit into the category that Jeremiah 
spoke of many years ago when he said, “Many pastors 
have destroyed my vineyard, . . . the whole land is 
desolate . . . because no man layeth it to heart.” 

Widespread indifference to the spiritual needs of the 
people is a mark of these last days in which we live. 
It is high time that we as ministers accept our re- 
sponsibility for revival. This can be our greatest hour. 
Let us mourn, let us howl, let us weep, let us sanctify 
a fast, let us call a solemn assembly, let us lie all night 
in sackcloth before the Lord, crying, “O Lord, revive 
thy work in the midst of the years.” 

Have you noticed the impoverished condition of 
God’s people? Have you noted the spiritual drowsi- 
ness sweeping over many, the absence of joy in our 
midst, the indifference, the spiritual nausea? Minis- 
ters, let us rise up in the name of the Lord and 
declare war on the powers of darkness that are op- 
posing revival; let us call the elders together and all 
the people and let us cry mightily unto God. He will 
hear and He will help. Alas, “the day of the Lord is 
at hand; it shall come as a destruction from the Al- 
mighty,” (Isaiah 13:6). 

Now, for a moment let us turn to the homes of 
America. The sight we see makes us weep, a nation 
of broken homes and broken hearts. Even in some so- 
called Christian homes, the situation is pitiful. How 
many of the heads of families, who at one time 
were fervent in spirit serving the Lord, have lost the 
touch! How many mothers have left off that most 
important thing called caring for the family, and 
teaching them the ways of the Lord! How many 
church members are sending their children to hell 
by sowing seeds of doubt and prejudice into their 
young hearts as they discuss in their presence the 
shortcomings and faults of members and ministers 


























alike. We must have a revival in the home and then 
we will have it in the Church. O Lord, revive us again 
that Thy people may rejoice. 


The Glory of Our Nation 


THE RISE AND FALL of our nation de- 
pends on one thing, a revival. The glory of this nation 
can be traced to its determination to serve God, to 
honor Him, to depend on Him in extreme crises, yes, 
in returning to God. While the rise of our nation has 
been glorious, our rebellion against God can cause its 
fall, which would be inglorious. There is only one hope 
for America, and that is nationwide revival—a whole- 
sale turning to God of those who know Him not, and 
a returning to God of those who know Him. Then 
we shall have a_ sin-delivering, disease-destroying, 
devil-defeating, soul-saving revival whose fires will 
melt the economic, social, and spiritual problems that 
face us. There are two things we as a Church can 
believe and live for—a revival and the rapture. But 
what of the world? 


A Dark Picture 


The world faces three things: the wrath of man as 
seen in Revelation 6, when famine, war and death 
by every conceivable means shall be their portion; the 
wrath of Satan as seen in Revelation 12:12, “Woe to 
the inhabiters of the earth and of the sea! for the 
devil is come down unto you, having great wrath, 
because he knoweth that he hath but a short time”; 
and the wrath of God as is seen in Revelation 16:1, 
“And I heard a great voice out of the temple saying 
to the seven angels, Go your ways, and pour out the 
vials of the wrath of God upon the earth.” “O Lord, 
revive thy work in the midst of the years, ... in 
wrath remember mercy.” This should be our cry for 
this poor, judgment-bound world. 

There are those who would say, “Pastor, you are a 
pessimist; you are behind the times; we are already 
in a great revival.” Are we? Surely we thank God 
for those who have been saved; we thank God for 
past outpoured blessings; we thank God for those 
who are making the people God-conscious through 
mass evangelism, by means of radio and television, 
but, friends, we are not yet having a nationwide re- 
vival by any means. I believe (contrary to some) that 
this nationwide revival can come through an organ- 
ized church, when that organized church directs all 
its energies, services, monies and ministries toward 
the one main thing that is on the heart of God— 
the salvation of the lost. In fact, the outstanding 
evangelists of our times can be very thankful for the 
organized church, not only for their own salvation, 
but for the place they hold today. After all is said 
and done, what would have happened to them if the 
organized churches had not cooperated? Certainly God 
is with them and they are doing a great work, but 
before disparaging remarks are made against organ- 
ized churches, let us keep in mind that God has placed 
in the church helps, governments, etc. 

I believe in mass evangelism; yes, in every form of 
evangelism, where Christ is preached and exalted, 
where souls are saved and are directed into the warm 


folds of a full-gospel church, especially the Church 
of God where they can take root and grow in grace 
and in the knowledge of our Lord Jesus Christ. What 
is the point in saving a soul and then sending that 
soul back to a cold, dead, lifeless, unbelieving group? 
Evangelist, let us not save souls and then put them on 
ice; rather, let us direct them to the warm fellowships 
of the full-gospel fold. 


The Balance of Power 


W HAT CAN WE AS A Church, as ministers, 
as lay members do to bring about a nationwide re- 


. vival? What can we do to help the future generation, 


even those who will be here during the great tribula- 
tion? We can lay the foundation for revival now and 
sow seeds of revival for the future. In this foundation 
there are three permanent elements. The first is 
prayer. The first great revival of the Christian era 
was preceded by ten days of prayer. The great re- 
vival at the Kirk of Shotts in Scotland, when five 
hundred were converted under a single sermon, was 
preceded by a night of prayer. In many of our present- 
day mass efforts, the same is experienced because the 
people pray. The second element, the outpouring of 
the Spirit, is the consequence of consecrated prayer. 
The third element is the presentation of gospel truth. 
No power can stard up against, nor overcome these 
three things. 

Now, Christian, you have come to the kingdom for 
such a time as this. You are positionized; you are 
in Christ; you are joined to Omnipotence; the balance 
of power is in your hand. Oh, yes, we can spearhead 
a revival such as the world has never known. “If my 
people, which are called by my name, shall humble 
themselves, and pray, and seek my face, and turn 
from their wicked ways,” then, and then alone, will 
God manifest Himself in glorious power. Then, and 
then alone, will revival come to our land, nationwide. 


Revival at Any Cost 


Finally, friends, we must have revival at any cost. 
First, we need it to avert world-wide suicide, to de- 
feat the diabolical scheme of the devil to defeat and 
divide the Church; we must have revival. To bring 
about the quickening or restoration to normal activi- 
ty of that which already has life, we must have re- 
vival. To bring about a normal New Testament stand- 
ard of life, faith and power, we must have revival. 
That the eternal purpose of God in saving us might 
be accomplished, we must have a revival. Our cry 
must be revive-all; this, friends, is the meaning of 
revival.

Good Friday, April 4, 1958 
was decided upon as the most appropriate day. is was the 
day our Lord hung on the cross burdened with the sins of the 
world, so to spend this day in fasting and prayer should be 
greatly effective in promoting the revival nationwide. 

At a joint meeting with the Executive Committee, these plans 
were presented. It was a thrill to share their wholehearted re- 
sponse, and all members of both committees agreed to lay aside 
their regular business and spend this Good Friday in fasting and 
prayer. 

CALL TO REVIVAL must be preceded by a call to fasting and 
prayer. This challenge goes forth to every minister and member 
of the Church. The Evangel and Lighted Pathway will go all-out 
in Poe ey: this cause. Every pastor, evangelist, Sunday School 
and Y.P.E. official should join us both by precept and example 
in promoting the day of prayer and the revival. 

Since this is to be a prayed-down revival, every church can 
ae ge goa during this date. There will not be enough evange- 
ists, so many pastors will use local ministers or conduct the re- 
vival themselves. Zechariah 4:6, “: .. Not by might, nor by power, 
but by my spirit, saith the Lord of hosts.” 

Man lans have been made and promotional ideas will be 
presented. We shall utilize bumper stickers, banners, posters, our 
Church publications and state pa. rs. All of these are merel 
pe eagres We must pray and eve God for this great effort. 
Let each one feel his responsibility and begin NOW.

Man’s Need to Pray 


It is a part of man’s nature to pray. From the 
most heathen existence to the highest type Christian 
community, there is to be seen evidences of prayer. 
This need of prayer may be expressed in many forms, 
but all is an effort to talk to deity. It is the conscious 
approach to the divine. Man feels his need because 
of his own inabilities. He realizes that he is not self- 
sufficient. He also feels the need to pray, when struck 
by the many mysteries that surround life. Some mys- 
teries are, “What is man?” “Where is man going; and 
how long will it take him to get there?” Many other 
mysteries about life and death force man to his knees. 

Many other forces lead man to prayer. Life often 
grows disinteresting. Only through a communion with 
the eternal can man live day after day. Many who 
commit suicide never learned the secret power to be 
gained from a life of prayer. Further, man feels the 
need to pray when making important decisions. Again, 
man feels the need of prayer when struck by illness 


and approaching death. Only through a life of con-- 


sistent prayer can one face death victoriously. 


The Prayer of the Sinner 
Jesus did not correct the inquirer who said, “Now 
we know that God heareth not sinners: but if any 
man be a worshipper of God, and doeth his will, 
him he heareth,” John 9:31. There is but one prayer 
of the sinner that God will honor. That prayer is, “God, 
be merciful to me a sinner.” He will attend the cry 





of the sinner who is penitent and recognizes his need 
of help, but the sinner has no other right to the 
throne of grace. 

Some would say, “But I know God heard my prayer 
concerning other matters, while I was yet in sin.” Not 
so, if the Word of God is right. For the Bible tells us in 
Psalm 66:18, “If I regard iniquity in my heart, the 
Lord will not hear me.” Though things may have hap- 
pened as you desired, it does not méan that it was 
an answer to your prayers. Others may have been 
praying for the same thing. Therefore, before the 
sinner has a right to the ear of God, he must confess 
his sins. Then out of a humble heart, he can make 
his petitions to God. 


The Prayer of the Christian 


There are many hindrances to the prayers of the 
so-called Christians. Any sin or iniquity places a bar- 
rier between God and man. Isaiah preached, “be- 
hold, the Lord’s hand is not shortened, that it can- 
not save; neither his ear heavy, that it cannot hear: 
but your iniquities have separated between you and 
your God, and your sins have hid his face from you, 
that he will not hear,” Isaiah 59:1, 2. Here the prophet 
is reminding God’s people that because of their iniq- 
uities, God has turned a deaf ear to their cries. There- 
fore, the Christian who desires to be heard of God 
must be sure that the channel to God is not stopped 
by iniquities. 

Prayers of the Christian can be hindered by dif- 
ficulties in the home. The Apostle Paul writes, “Like- 
wise, ye husbands, dwell with them according to 
knowledge, giving honour unto the wife, as unto the 
weaker vessel, and as being heirs together of the grace 
of life; that your prayers be not hindered,” 1 Peter 
3:7. Here the Apostle is reminding the heirs of God 
that their relationship as companions can definitely 
affect their prayers. So here, we clearly see that the 
prayer life is dependent upon the way we live. 

The prayers of an individual are affected by his

Tutercessory 
Prayer

Luke 11:1, “Lord, teach us to pray.” 


RAYER IS the duty of dependent Christians. 

Those who are self-sufficient do not need it. 

It is a sign that ever distinguishes the people 
of God. Prayer is the key to successful living. The 
true spirit of prayer comes from above. You cannot 
acquire it from man or mental research. For this 
reason, Jesus’ disciples said to Him, “Teach us to 
pray, as John also taught his disciples.” He taught 
them when they prayed to say: “Our Father which 
art in heaven, Hallowed be thy name. Thy kingdom 
come. Thy will be done in earth, as it is in heaven. 
Give us this day our daily bread. And forgive us our 
debts, as we forgive our debtors. And lead us not into 
temptation, but deliver us from evil: For thine is the 
kingdom, and the power, and the glory, for ever” 
(Matthew 6:9-13). John taught his disciples to pray, 
and Jesus taught His disciples to pray. 

Intercessory prayer is making known our requests to 
God, and lifting our hearts to Him. It is breathing 
out our desires before Him. The heart must be the 
agent of intercessory prayer. Without this, lip serv- 
ice would be of no avail. All Christians should desire 
to learn to pray so that they may be able to pray 
successful prayers. Psalm 138:3, “In the day when I 
cried thou answeredst me, and strengthenedst me with 
strength in my soul.” I would like to emphasize “in 
the day when I cried.” Sometimes prayer is described 
under the figure of looking, waiting, calling, seeking 
and inquiring. David said, “In the day when I cried.” 
In the crying to God there would be a dependent 
sense of need. This is essential to prayer. 

Why should we desire to be taught to pray? It is 
because of the importance of prayer. Prayer moves 
the hand that moves all things. To be a prayer warrior 
is to be the greatest and most profitable employment 
of all. We should desire to learn to pray so we shall 
know how to pray and for what to pray, as we 
ought. Since God has taught us that we ought to 
pray, then it is important that we cry aloud unto Him. 
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In searching the Scripture, we find that Jesus 
prayed in public, in secret, and also spent nights in 
prayer. Is it not logical that since He has taught us 
how to act in time of trouble, in time of persecutions, 
in time of adversities, in dealing with our friends and 
our enemies, that we should live in close communion 
with Him through the medium of intercessory prayer? 
In a general sense, prayer consists of petition and 
intercession. The first serves to restore the heart with 
the grace of God, while the latter extends to the 
welfare of another. Prayer and service go together. 
Prayer without service is only a dream, and service 
without prayer is only ashes. There is much to learn 
about God and His works. We are compelled to learn 
through the study of His Word and much prayer. 

All prayers are not the right kind. Mr. Moody was 
once asked if he would ring the bell in a service and 
stop a man who was praying. He replied, “If the 
man’s prayers seem to be going no higher than his 
head, I would not hesitate one moment to ring him 
down.” 


Prayer is essential to Christian progress. God prays 
through man, and man prays in God. It is through 
prayer that the benefits of God are received. “If ye 
shall ask any thing in my name, I will do it.” Of 
course, I~ think we all understand that everything 
must be asked according to His will. If we do not ask 
according to His will, we ask amiss, so let us all say, 
“Lord, teach us to pray.” 

The secret prayer chamber is indispensable. When 
we are shut in from man and shut up with God, our 
hours or days are not wasted and cannot be fruit- 
less. Intercessory prayer will bring a revival. Prayer 
helps us to put on the whole armor of God. Inter- 
cessory prayer helps to keep a Christian’s armor 
bright. It has been said that Satan trembles when the 
weakest saints pray. In John 17, we have recorded 
what I feel is the greatest of all prayers. “I pray 
for them: I pray not for the world, but for them 
which thou hast given me; for they are thine. Neither 
pray I for these alone, but for them also which 
shall believe on me through their word; that they all 
may be one; as thou, Father, art in me, and I in 
thee, that they also may be one in us: that the world 
may believe that thou hast sent me. And the glory 
which thou gavest me I have given them; that they 
may be one, even as we are one.” 

In Acts 5 we have an outstanding incident coupled 
with prayer. Here Peter was miraculously delivered 
from prison by intercessory prayer. Inspired prayer 
has command over the four elements: fire, water, 
earth and air. As for the fire, we read where the 
Hebrew boys came from the fire unhurt. As for water, 
prayer piled up the water and left a dry path through 
the Red Sea for Moses and the children of Israel to 
travel. As to the earth, the earth opened and swallowed 
Korah in his wickedness. As to the air or atmosphere, 
Elijah was a man subject to like passions as we are, 
and he prayed for it not to rain. It rained not for 
the space of three years and six months. 

Someone has said that many prayers are not ad- 
dressed correctly and go to the dead letter office. 
They are addressed to the audience and not to God.

Paul’s letter to the Corinthians brought a godly 
sorrow that worked repentance (2 Corinthians 7:8- 
10). The need in America today and the need of the 
hour in our churches is more rending of the heart and 
less rending of the garments (Joel 2:13); more heart- 
felt, penitential tears and mourning. If we have more 
sincere repentance, then we shall have more Chris- 
tians who will be true to God and His Church and 
not so many unregenerated professors. 

There is a need for a national repentance that 
should awaken everyone when the statistical report 
of America as a nation reports there were more 
crimes committed in 1957 than at any previous time 
in its history. 

It is time now for national repentance. In the 1958 
edition of the World Almanac and Book of Facts, 
recorded on page 311, there were more major crimes 
committed in the United States during the first six 
months of 1957 than during any other similar period 
in the past. The police report there were 1,399,670 
major crimes such as murder, robbery, rape, etc. 
These were the major crimes that were recorded. God 
alone knows the correct number of such happenings, 
as many crimes will not be revealed until the final 
day of judgment. Forty-six per cent of all crimes in 
the United States were committed by young people 
under the age of eighteen. Over 5,000,000 alcoholic 
patients directly affect 20,000,000 people. More liquor, 
wine and beer has been consumed than ever before.

The Need for National Repentance 


HE WORD REPENT with its various endings 

and usages is found 111 times in the Bible. 

The word repent means “to turn right about 
face; to go the opposite way and to do the opposite 
thing.” This course of action is based upon deep 
sorrow and remorse for the sin that has been com- 
mitted against God. Scriptural repentance as applied 
to man means the turning away from sin to God 
(Acts 20:21). No one can turn unto God without 
turning away from sin (1 Thessalonians 1:9; Jonah 
3:8-10). 

Repentance may be defined as the voluntary change 
in the mind of the sinner whereby he turns from 
sin. It involves a change of view, a change of pur- 
pose and certainly a change of feeling. It expresses 
such a great change in the mind, heart and life that 
it can be wrought only by the mighty Spirit of God. 
It describes a deep and radical change whereby a 
sinner turns from the idols of sin and self unto God. 

What a vast contrast with the modern popular 
ideas whereby this important doctrine is eliminated 
from our present age. There is no wonder that we do 
not have more genuine repentance. 
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Almanac, have become slaves to the drink, dope and 
mob crimes. Our police forces throughout America are 
constantly busy with such problems. Cigarettes are 
consumed by the billions and even little children are 
given over to this terrible habit. 

With these and many more facts that could be 
given in mind, I repeat, “There is a great need for 
personal and national repentance.” I feel like crying 


out as the prophet of old, “Repent ye: ... bring 
forth .. . fruits meet for repentance” (Matthew 
3:2, 8). 


The Necessity of Repentance 


Repentance is commanded by the Lord (Ezekiel 
14:6; 18:30-32). Paul declares that God has com- 
manded men everywhere to repent (Acts 17:30). This 
statement is a warning for all men in all walks of 
life. 

Jonah preached that the judgment of God would 
come upon Nineveh, but the people of that city de- 
creed a fast and prayed for God to spare them. 
God heard and repented of the evil or destruction 
that He was about to perform; He hearkened unto 














their prayers and spared the people (Jonah 3:6-10). 
Jesus referred to this occasion and said, “The men 


of Nineveh shall rise in judgment with this gen-. 


eration, and shall condemn it: because they repented 
at the preaching of Jonas; and, behold, a greater 
than Jonas is here” (Matthew 12:41). 

John the Baptist, the forerunner of Jesus, came 
preaching, “Repent ye” (Matthew 3:2, 8). His mes- 
sage was solely evangelistic. His ministry was the 
“baptism of repentance for the remission of sins” 
(Luke 3:3). John was a fearless preacher. His mes- 
sages cut like a dagger, pierced the hearts of the 
hearers, and caused a great turning to God. John was 
soon cast into prison and beheaded; yet, his message 
still rings out today. 

Jesus stressed the fact that men should repent. 
Matthew 4:17, “From that time Jesus began to preach, 
and to say, Repent: for the kingdom of heaven is at 
hand.” In Luke 13:1-5 His message was, “Except ye 
repent, ye shall all likewise perish.” He repeatedly 
said that He had come to call sinners to repentance 
(Matthew 9:13). There is more rejoicing in heaven 
over one sinner that repents than over ninety-nine 
just persons, which need no repentance (Luke 15:7). 

Christ sent out the twelve apostles with the same 
message. “And they went out, and preached that men 
should repent” (Mark 6:12). Christ commanded “that 
repentance and remission of sins should be preached 
in his name among all nations, beginning at Jeru- 
salem” (Luke 24:47). 

Peter on the Day of Pentecost commanded all to 
repent (Acts 2:37-39). In his epistles to the Church, 
Peter told them that God would have all to repent 
and be saved (2 Peter 3:9). Oh, how this message 
must have burned in his heart! 

Paul taught and preached repentance throughout 
his life (Acts 17:30; 20:21; 26:20). 

All of the apostles recognized that God demanded 
men to repent in order to be saved. It was part of 
the great commission and message which Jesus gave 
to all the ministers (Luke 24:47). 

As late as A.D. 96 when the last book of the Bible 
was written, Christ has a message of repentance to 
five of the seven churches of Asia Minor. 

To the church at Ephesus there was a message of 
repentance because she had left her first love (Reve- 
lation 2:4, 5). What was said about Ephesus could 
truly be repeated concerning many of our churches 
today. No longer does the red hot love of God burn in 
the souls of many; they too have lost their first love. 

Pergamos had plunged into the doctrine of Balaam, 
and also the doctrines of the Nicolaitanes, which 
thing Christ hated. The only solution for them was to 
repent or perish. (Revelation 2:16). 

Thyatira had gone farther into sin by permitting 
the woman Jezebel to seduce the servants of God, and 
commit fornication. This church had a definite call 
to repentance (Revelation 2:21-23). 

Sardis had a name that she lived but was dead. She 
must repent or meet judgment (Revelation 3:3). 

Laodicea was a rich and proud church that felt it 
had “need of nothing,” but God knew it was poor, 
blind and naked. Jesus was on the outside knocking, 


asking for entrance. This rich, proud, self-righteous, 
self-satisfied church must repent (Revelation 3:19). 

There can be a great revival in our churches in this 
forthcoming, simultaneous revival if everyone of us 
will repent of our faults and failures. If we will seek 
the face of God for our loved ones, many of them 
will be saved and our entire Church will be blessed. 
2 Chronicles 7:14, “If my people, which are called by 
my name, shall humble themselves, and pray, and 
seek my face, and turn from their wicked ways; then 
will I hear from heaven, and will forgive their sin, 
and will heal their land.” To have a successful re- 
vival means action on our part. 








There has come to me some interesting informa- 
tion from the Canadian Passenger Association that 
might be of value to your ministers that may be 
planning on coming to the World Conference of Pen- 
tecostal Churches September 14-21 by train.

relationship with his fellow man. It is recorded in 
Matthew 5:23, 24, “Therefore if thou bring thy gift 
to the altar, and there rememberest that thy brother 
hath ought against thee; leave there thy gift before 
the altar, and go thy way: first be reconciled to thy 
brother, and then come and offer thy gift.” Here we 
see that our effectiveness in prayer depends upon our 
relationship with our neighbor. Therefore, it behooves 
each Christian to be sure that relationships here on 
earth are not such that would affect his communion 
with God. 
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There are many things in our modern living that 
hinder the prayer life itself. Time seems to fly. Many 
put off prayer until a more convenient time. That 
convenient hour often never arrives. It is of the ut- 
most importance that the Christian pray without ceas- 
ing. That simply means to pray consistently. It means 
for the Christian to have a set prayer life that is 
unalterable by circumstances of the day. 

Others’ prayer lives are hindered because of their 
failure to observe the commandments of God. It is 
recorded in 1 John 3:22, “And whatsoever we ask, we 
receive of him, because we keep his commandments, 
and do those things that are pleasing in his sight.” 
For the prayers of the Christian to be effective, he 
must keep the commandments of God’s Word. In order 
to be heard of God, the Christian must walk in such 
a way as to please God. ; 

Finally, please accept this word of exhortation. As 
we see the day approaching when Jesus is coming 
again, let us who call ourselves children of God, be 
careful to keep our prayer lives as would please God. 
Let us not neglect this great salvation, and be among 
those who sleep. Jesus is coming soon; the hour of 
our redemption draweth nigh, so let us look up with 
hearts of prayer and thanksgiving. May our prayers 
not be hindered by trifling matters that are not im- 
portant. May we do as the Scriptures remind us, “Men 
ought always to pray, and not to faint,” Luke 18:1.
